4, A discussion of the Newsletter should 
be timely: financing, name (Nor'wester?), 
content, format, additions to mailing list, 
etc., additions to Newsletter Committee, 
standardization of publication procedures, 
inclusion of certain regular features (a 
page of book reviews, adult am juvenile, 
for instance?) 

5. Consideration of the report of the 
Nominating Committee on Juarterly Meeting 
Officers and Committees. 

6. Consideration of the possible des- 
irability of the new Suarterly Meeting's 
undertaking some continuing project of wide 
appeal and effective outreach both to serve 
as a sort of Friends! evangelism, i.e., the 
promotion of principles of peace, mutual 


understanding and respect in areas of nat- — 


jonal and international tension, and also 
to bring this scattered group together in 
a unifving effort. One proftesal: to co- 

sponsor with the Vermont @ouncil on World 
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Affairs a fall and a spring seminar 
somewhat on the order of the AFSC semin- 
ars but designed to attract high-school 
students to the serious discussion of the 


pros and cons of varying proposals for 


relieving tension. Both sides should be 
represented here in the interest of fair- 
ness and stimulation of thinking; but 
Friends might see to it that their point 
of view is effectively presented. At a 
meeting some time ago of interested towns- 
people at the Webbs there was agreement 
that nuclear testing, armaments, etc., 
could be handled better if there were 
more education and consequent understand- 
ing of the issues. involved. It was 
agreed also that since no group could : . 
reach all people, the most effective and 
far-reaching impression might be made by 
addressing high school students. Lacking 
any formal organization, this group was 
unable to implement its concern, but it 
agreed that a relatively small number _ 
of concerned individuals could accomplish 
miracles. — "The fields are ripe for 
harvest: pray the Lord of the harvest 
that he may send laborers..." 

7. No doubt there are other concerns of 
importance, or concerns that top the above 
in urgency and/or magnitude. This is the 
opportunity that comes once in the life 
of a Friends organization, to give the 
group some initial creative thinking, 
that its patterns may form in directions 
of most use to the pene of God's 


kingdom.

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WOOLMAN HILL WEEKEND 


On April 24+26 at Woolman Hill, a Quaker Center in Deerfield, Mass., a New Englani 
AFSC Peace Committee weekend conference was held on the subject, The Economic 
Problems of Peace. 


Resource leaders icles Caleb Smith of Brown University and soeeen Gilman, an ec- 

onomics author. The manner in which the economy of the United States and of all the 

world is pegged to the military situation was deeply probed. Examination of capital- 
ist, socialist and communist analyses of economics was made. 


“Some of the remarks: Caleb Smith observed that a cut in expenditures is a cut in in- 
come, in the broad sense that any ez cpenditure goes towards someone's income. To try 
to "save! in the sense of taking money out of the economy and out of circulation is 
to lose instead. Smith observed a steady down trend in the economic activity of the 
country since 1948 for the same reason as caused the 1930 depression, that there was 
more income that people attempted to save than there were outlets available for that 
saving in the form of investments. A problem that has tq be faced is what to do with 
the "saving" that would result from cutting armament expenditures; it was felt that 
the "savings" could be put to work in a variety of ways... e@ucation, public works, 
aid to underdeveloped countries, etc. It is harder to deal with specific areas where 
defense plants would shut down. It is relatively’ easy to restrain and sustain workers 
during a period of transition from a defense to a peacetime plant. But it is very 
difficult to change a firm from one type of industrial operation to another. 


It was felt that "the economics of disarmament" needs attention to permit transition 
to "the economics of peace", 


There was general stress onwhat was called both the economic and moral ‘need for a 
rational society. 


--For the Quaker, it was observed, the goal of economic morality is important but so 
are the means. used to approach that goal, because we believe that the means have a 
habit of becoming the ends. 


Both Caleb Smith and Joseph Gilman felt it was necessary, for a rational economic 
society, for the U.S.A. to have a lower starniard of living, so that others might have 
a higher one. Caleb Smith stood for a voluntary low ring of the standard through aid 
‘to others, etc. Joseph Gilman felt that the masses of people would compel their lead- 
ers to action. — : 


It was proposed that the AFSC consider calling a conference of trade union leaders 
to consider the need for peace and for substitutes for armaments-employment. It was 
felt that it would be desirable, if Possible, to bring this concern to farmer, 
consumer and co-op groups. 


At the conclusion of the conference, the following minute was made: 


"The conference felt a need for urging all people to work for peace and brotherhood 
throughout the world. Peace and brotherhood call for us to work coilectively and in-— 
dividually for the peaceful co-existence of all nations, regardless of their politic-— 
al or economic systems. We believe that people should, under the direction of the 
United Natioxs, work for the elimination of armaments, for the ending of arms stock- 
piling, for the ending of arms production and the end of nuclear testing. 


"We believe that there should be a very rapid and large scale expansion of social 
services by means of diversionof tax revenue now used for military purposes. 


"We believe that there should be an extension or sharing of surplus wealth with 
the rest of the world, that we should share some of our capital with the parts of the 
world that need it. We believe there is a mor al see hata for this action.

The meeting, held 5/10/59 at the Bassett's house, opened in silence. Gemwral Query 
#3 was read. The last meting's minutes and the Treasurer's report was given. Minis- 
try and Counsel reported. 


Martha Kennedy reported that the film "Alternatives " was shown by Friends April 21 
at UVM's Old Mill to meeting members, ministers, educators and draft board members, 
students and visitors. Later in the week it was shown to Burlington Congregational 
ists, 7th Day Adventists and, in Barre, Methodists. 


Whether to refund $7.50 paid by the Congregationalists, since the others had been 
allowed to have the film without charge , was discussed. The meeting felt thet the 
money should be refunfled. It was reported that some ministers felt the price high for 
a 20minute film. Recommemations from members of the meeting and others included one 
that the. film be bought. for the UVM Film Library and publicized by the Meeting... 
that the State Department of Education and the schools be made aware of the film... 
that there be a test-showing to high school students. .that former CO's be "available" 
with the film. It was agreed that it was relatively easy to get the film before 
church and college audiences, not so easy before high school audiences. 


Alan Walker said he would explore the possibilities of showing it at Goddard next 
fall. Kirk Roberts said he would do likewise at Middlebury College. It was also 
planned to do the eame at UVM. It was reported that one Methodist minister wants the 
film for an institute of 300 persons in Poultney this summer and can use it a couple 
of times next fall. 


It was suggested that the AFSC be asked to cut their film charges for Vermont in 
half. It was suggested that there be exploration of whether Hanover,Middle Connect— 
icut, Monadnock and Burlington Meetings would agree to buy a copy of the film for 
use in their combined areas. 


The sense of the mecting was that the film should be used, consistent with our 
ability to do.so.

It was agreed to plan the annual "picnic meeting" at Underhill State Park June 28th,

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A BOOK PAGE FOR FRIENDS aND YOUNG FRIENDS 


(That the considerable amount of Friends. 
literature of distinction may have wider 
circulation among the members of the 
Quarterly Meeting, the following initial 
effort is set down herewith in hope that 
it may be welcomed and carried on thru 
other months by the various members will- 
ing to share their literary discoveries 
with others.) 


THE VIRGINIA EXIIES. Elizabeth Gray 
Vining. Lippincott. 317 pp. 

The deft artistry of the author, a dis- 
tinguished Friend, carries what might be 
a tedious/tory of an imprisonment along 
with such beauty of characterization, such 
ide rtification with the principals in the 
narrative that there is not a moment when 
the suspense gags. A steady, impelling 
interest in the story itself carries on 
till the book is finished. Am when it is, 
one has the feeling of having lived with 
some noble and some fallible people, of 
h aving seenthem thru the eyes of a 
keenly observant, gracious personality. 

The story is the little-known episode 
of the Revolution when a group of Phila- 
delphia Quakers were rounded up for not 
being ardent enuf patriots and without 
any semblance of trial or even a clear 
statement of reasons, were herded of to 
exile in Virginia. The refusal of most 
individuals in this group to take a loy- 
alty oath has an all-too-familiar ring. 
The growth in spiritual understaming and 
comprehension of the Friends peace test- 
imony by the principal character, Caleb 
Middleton, is one of the exciting aspects 
of the book. 

One has a lurking feeling now and then 
that if the exiled Friends had worked 
harder at home at being Friends and put 
less emphasis on the accumulation of 
worldly goods, they might have found a 
wide-spread understanding which would 
have prevented patriotic zealots from so 
grossly misinterpreting their lack of en- 
thusiasm for either the American or the 
British cause. But perhaps that feeling 
is unfair. 

Unforgettable vigwttes of Colonial 
life result from the author's painstaking 
historical research; memorable express- 
ions and passages abound throut the book. 
A few examples: 


"Self—contempt, the bitter, hot, un- 
sparing flame by which the young see their 
trarsient failures and weaknesses fused 


with their enduring selves...." 


"Men who feel free and secure under a 
government will support it because it is 
to their interest to do so. But if the 
ruling party forces people to swear to 
whatever arbitrary laws it may enact, 
civil liberty disappears and religious 
liberty with it... 


"The body may te subject to compulsion; 
the mind is not. But if, to make life 
easier for the body, to avoid imprison 
ment, to keep one's employment, to win 
advamement, the mind assents to what it 
considers wrong, it suffers a wound fron 
which it does not easily recover. It 
loses strength for the rwxt encounter, 
s0 that a test act in the end is sub- 
versive of th morality of the inhabitants 


"We are all exiles,'John Hunt had said 
once, 'trying to get back to our true 
home.! " 


BLOW THE MAN DOWN Alfreda Vipont 


Good for reading aloud to the younger 
generation, or good for their own grow- 
ing discovery of the joy of reading to 
oneself. The story, based -- incredible 
as it seems-- on actual history, follows 
the fortunes of a young sailor in Her 
Majesty's Navy, a boy who becomes a 
Yuaker and actually influenced the whole 
crew to refuse to fight a set of pirates. 
Ina tangle with a pirate ship, the 
Quekers take prisoner the pirate crew, 
then turned them logge on the Barbary 
Coast. Pretty surprtsed pirates, they 
were, too! This action accounts for the 
fact that for some time after, certain 
British ships sailed the Barbary coast 
with impunity. Then the pirates, evident- 
ly, recovered from this dream of friend- 
ship, and got back to being pirates, 
Trouble was there weren't enuf ‘uaker 
seamen!

in both hemispheres the "Yuiet Meeting" 
is a regular event and the "Fellowship 
of Silence" proves to be a living way 
of access to God. The fact may not be 
generally known that in the spring of 
1918 when the bitterness of fecling a- 
mong different sections of Irishmen had 
reached a degree unparalleled for cen- 
turies, Nationalists, Unionists and Sinn 
Feiners were able to mect together in 
the Cathedral of St. Patrick at Dublin 
for haif an hour of silent worship. In 
Silence the underlying unity prevailed 
although any spoken words might have 
shattered the assembly into irreconcil- 
able fragments. 

"Bevond this, even still further a- 
field, in Peking, a little group of wor- 
shippers regularly hold their quict 
meeting; while in thought-divided India 
the healing power of silence is also 
being manifested and felt. A short time 
ago the Christian students in the College 
of Allahabad determined to mect together 
daily for a time of silent worship in the 
chapel. At once some of the Buddist 
and Mohammedan students asked leave to 
join them. Daily now, I am told, Christ- 
ians, Mohammedans, Buddists join togeth- 
er in silence before the Fathor. What 
questions this awakens and what joy it 

evokes! 

"If silence be able to do as much as 
this here and now, does it not fore- 
shedow in the prophets words " a future 
end a hope" of greater victories to 
come? True, this future silence of re~ 
union may not be, probably will not be 
exactly as the dear familiar juaker 
silence of thé past, but may becomc more 
and more " a silence of deep awe and 
wondcring". Or it may need to grow and 
expand and develop in innumerable other 
different directions undreamed of as yet 
before it can fitly clothe with its own 
seamless robe of unity the new spirit 
of theft se that is being born".

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WOOLMAN * HILL WKEND | 


A round dozen ee and frionds from Vermont were among 42 persons who attended 
Woolman Hill weekend on "The Politics of Pecifism" Merch 20-22, It was a timo of glad 
exchange of friendship and sober exchenge of views. Proposels for formation of a 
pacifist or pence party wore examined. Tho larger number of those discussing this 
proposal felt that a political party based on a philosophy of non-violent resistance 
Was not ripe for U.S.4. Othors trongly disagrood with this viow, Proposals were mado 
for creation of a Pacifist Resoarch Bureau to oxamine concrete war-and-peace problems 
and to pose non-viclont alturnetives,..for the calling of a Congress of pacifists 
end peece=mindsd persons to formulato carefully thought out and woll-polished propos- 
éls for noneviolent solutions for world problems..,-and for calling of ao convention of 
pacifists and peace-minded persons to consider tho proposal for 9 poace party. A. J. 
Muste, one of the resourco leaders of the weekend, opposed a pence party, a congross 
end a convention, though recognising merit in tho idees, Ho noted, howovdr, that many 
groups wore greppling with the samo problems and might produce specific programs, He 
noted that tho Consultative Peace Council mects in tho fall end is grappling with the 
problems of war and peacse and may make concrete proposals. Somes conforoees folt it 
well to consider furthor the peaco party proposal and a small "holding" committoo wes 
formed to corrospond and consult furthor about party political action for puaceo, 
Others folt the nood for action projects bocause of the urgency of tho world crisis. 
Ons such is the act For Posce tho last weekond of March. Others are foresoon in the 
futuro, 

Deeply concerned people attonding the conferoenca, Gare even those opposing tho peace 
party propesal folt a sadness at not boing able to go forward on tho idea,) were 
further saddoned by what many folt to be the genoral apathy to the critical nature of 
world affairs and to the noed for sensible but urgent action, 

Morris Mitcholl, another resource leader at the conference, spoke of his bakis? 
in the need for “teems" of Quakers to exsmine thoughtfully the economic causes for 
war and economic dislocation, in which in this country there are several million 
unsmployed despite the fact that an extensive armaments progrem is employing many who 
might otherwise be unemployed and, in the event of peacoful trends, might well become 
unomploysd. These teams, he thought, ones armed with knowledge of economic alternat- 
ives, might seek to meet on an individual’ besis with major rospresontatives of Amore 
ican economic power to roesson with them about tho needs of the situation. 

Bernard O'Shea, enothor resource lerder, described tho oxperiences he had and 
those of William Meyer in running for office in the conventional political framework, 
It was generally agreed at the conference thet peaco-minded persons in general should 
be encouraged to: seok office thrceugh conventional parties, 

Some Friends prosant at the conferences felt there was somo apathy smong Frisnds 
ebout the critical naturo of world affsirs end hoped for en end to apathy hero, too,

CONSCIENCE AND. MODERN WAR 


(The following statement in favor of 
pacifism was given by Alian Brick over 
Dartmouth College Radio on Sunday, Feb. 
15. Together with a statement opposing 


‘pacifism, given by Re¥. Leonard. Clough, 


Congregational minister in Hanover, it 
formed the basis for a ninety-minute dis- 
cussion between several Dartmouth 
professors. ) 

Aside from the question of: conscience, 
every man of common sense should today be 
a pacifist. If in addition to saving him- 
self he wants’ to save civilized society 
‘as we know it, he should understand that 


modern warn, as opposed to the jousting 
matches of the past, is genocide. 


If. he 
can think for himself, he sees that. the 
world is dominated by the military lead- 
ers, scientists and politicians of two 
countries-~all of whom are frantically 
engaged in searching for peace: by mili- 
tary means, but who succeed only in ac- 
cumulating new perils. He sees a scien~ 
tific arms race dominated by the. strat- 
egy of obliteration--a hideous compe ti- 
tion at every turn of which each side 
becomes more edgy, and the chance becomes 


greater that accidents of character or 


technology will trigger the sudden hell. 
Such an outlook reveals that, froma 
military point of view, it is not spec- 
ifically Russian but all military men 
who are the enemy. In military leaders | 
of both countries--with their irrational 
netaphysic of retaliation--in them, and 
in their adherents, does the danger lie. | 


The casé for pragmatic pacifism might 
easily rest here--with the arguments of 
C. Wright Mills, Bertrand Russell, Linus 
Pauling, and Albert Schweitzer. Thus

On the subject of Senator Mike Mansfield's proposals 
for a U.N. force in Berlin and negotiations involving East and West Germans, letters 
to Senators Mansfield and Aiken produced these replies: Senator Mansfield -——"Frankly, 
I do not know whether or not all the suggestions advaned are feasible, but it is my 
hope that out of all this will come some new thinking, some new ideas, and perhaps a 
possible solution on the part of the Western Governments to the ultimatum given by 
Kruschchev' and at the same time offer some possibilities of hastening the reuni- 
fication of Germany. " 

Senator Aiken--"Senator, Mansfield's principal objective seemed to me to bring 
home the fact that we ough hf to be making a more determined effort to settle the whole 
German question, and he tells me that was his real purpose in making the speech. “s 
a matter of fact the Western powers have now made a definite propssal for a meeting.

What does conscience cant. Tt: says that the methods of vibienes: are imnoral, and 
would remain immoral even if’ they could be. proven to be practically effective. . That 
human life is sacred is the- foundation of Western religion and philosophy. Reverence 
for human life is the only truth that makes Judaeo-Christianity, and Westérn humanism 
- superior to materialist ideologies and pagan, superstitions. For Christians and Jews 
alike religion is most perfectly defined by the prophet who-said;, "Thou shalt love 
‘thy neighbor as thyself" and who went to the Cross practicing his teaching. True 
freedom is idealistic:to that extreme; wikhout human love as ity driving force free- 
dom sinks Ante the most crass materialism: the freedom to eat, hotdege and to own tev. 


We often hear pibeloen "the defense of the free world"--. which, if we reflect 
upon it at all, means vaguely the military defense of the garrison democracies, of 
the United States and its allies (including Franco Spain). Suppose we examine that 
cliche? Is true freedom something that can be defended? I submit that insofar as the 


he é 
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defense is Rita to ‘that bere is there no freedom. Indeed what freedom remains 
when we as a people are | ‘conscientiously preparing Atlases and Titans which, equipped 
with hydrogen-bomb warheads, could serve no other purpose than to destr@y millions 
of human beings? Does such devotion to petentials of retaliation guard against 
destruction or against invasion; or does it mean we have no freedom left to guard? 


. Thus true freedom is a paradox. It lies not in the desperate conformity of modern 
man, who waits to, get his opinions from the "others" or better still from the Gospel 
according ag ch i Luce; it lies not in a paranoid devotion to some vague ‘our side! 
aS against: some unseen ‘their sidet. As Erich Fromm says, such life is but an 

escape from freedom. True freedom is no more this unquestioning and obedient 
togetherness than it is anarchism. True freedom involves moral responsibility—- and 
even: human love.’ It begins with the commitment to face a so-called enemy with no 
weapon but human ; will; it begins with the commitment to live in prison rather than 
compromise your reverence for life. Insofar as you shrink from this potential danger 
and imprisonment, ‘you: are implementing mass murder. 


You are; or will es in ‘military aenes Or you get preferment so you can be a 
scientist, whose-occupation ‘today is usually far more realistically military than 
the nonsensical busy~work of the outmoded draftee. Or you get exemptidgn so you can be 
a divinity student and then a chaplain -~ which 4n effect is what divinity students 
become when they take their place in the community. More likely you are simply a 
business man, though not unconcerned about what might happen to the economy should 


disarmament. break out. But perhaps you lead the ascetic life of a teacher and thus 


beleive that you of all men are living in and abetting freedom of thought, the un- 
fettered search for knowledge. Then do you lead this life without countenancing 

and abetting the .R,O.1.C. ? For in an institution nationalized by the presence of 
military forces and corrupted by their required propagandist courses, how can free 


inquiry be maintained; how can teachers and students search for knowledge and values 


freely without regard to the limiting loyalties demanded by the community outside; 
in such an institution how can the general comuunity's attitude that 'we! as a 
nation must develop a finer army and more effective weapons be analized? In such an 
atmosphere will, there even arise the necessary questions: "Are military solutions 
to world problems practical?" and "Should a moral man commit himself to armed 

i iclhiriniahy 


Of course, no matter whee your occupation, you pay taxes, close to eighty per- 
cent of- which Zo to military spending. So there is nothing you can do to escape your 
complicity in modern war; nothing, that is, unless you find that your tendency to 
shrug is being replaced by righteous indignation at the social. forces which comand 
your obedience. Then there appear several points at which you can protest your 
involvement in, or even effectively thwart, the machinery of murder. If the spirit 
moves you, there are things to be done, though,. doing them, :you must not delude 
yourself that’ you have found. freedon, except in a very relative sense. For example, 
to become a legal conscientious objector you have: to check ‘Yes to the Selective 
Service question "Do you, beleive in a Supreme Being?"-~ you have to check Yes to 
that question knowing full well that there are: objectors equally as moral and devout 
who have left the question unanswered or have checked’ No, and have therefore been 
“sent to jail. You assume your privileged status, doing two years of required 
alternative service in a relatively interesting occupation of social] service, but 
all the while suspecting that the only true objecterse are in prison. If you are, 
as you appear, - 'conscientious!, would you not oppdése conscription entirely -- as an 
unjust law? Should you not, as Thoreau advised, throw your entire body against a 
machinery that would make you the cause of killing your fellow man? 
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To discover conscience in modern life is to take a position somewhere in this 
continuum of protest, and guiltily: to feel that whatever ‘position you take you are 
still much too far from prison. To discover conscience is to change’‘thé:way you look 
at yourself and the world; it is to change from a sleepy spectator into.a sudden 
participant; it is to change fromm a docile and obedient parrot into a dynamic man 
whose thoughts involve action. As.Emerson says, "The man not only thinks, but speaks 
and acts. Every BBaCENY that arises in the mind, in its rising aims to pass out of, 
the mind into act. " Thus really. to, Bee’ the truth that all men are brothers 
immediately forces you into motion; . ‘the perceived truth works upon you, pushing . 
you into words and actions for reconciliation de tween all men, and keeping you 
from falling into step behind the conscripted soldiers of your country.

modestly suppose that sermons and inter-group discussions will be consequently 
influenced. But even more important have been the results manifested on campus-~ in 
student discussion and in, strangely enough, the Proe rence. of several bona fide 
conscientious objectors. And not only have real c.o's "come out of the woodwork", 
but an interesting drove of questioners (who say "tell me more") have also. appeared. 
The necessity is now to keep the discussion alive. Swomley's projected meeting in 
the spring, will help; and there is also under discussion a Friends-sponsored program 
on conscientious objection, which might be built around the new Don Murray movie,

Visitor: Dorothy Day of the Catholic Worker and the Hospitality Houses in various 
cities visited St. Michaels College in Winooski, Vermontsa A number of Burlington 
Friends attended her lecture on her conversion to Catholicism from Communism, | her’ 
work in feeding the hungry, clothing the naked and visiting the sick, her writing 
and action for pacifism. Quotes: "Love of God and my brother brought me to an. ' 
extreme pacifist: position, which I still hold....I don't: think people realize how 
far they have come from the Gospels. They say of the need of the hungry, let the © 
State feed them... It is a source 6f constant shame to see a thousand men in line 
waiting to be fed... The importance of communes and collective farms in Russia ané 
China are realized whén you see the plight of the migrant negro, Mexican and other ° 
foreign farm workers in the U.S.A. We have a great deal to learn. We need to consid- 
er the Russian and Chinese examples...The means become the ends, so the means are 
all-important... Everyone is touched by war and profiting from war. When we buy war 
bonds at $18 and get paid $25, we are profiting from war... Maybe the day will. come 
when the jails will.be full of Catholics and it will be an honorable place to be... 
Poverty, love and suffering are the right weapons of our time..." Miss Day invited 
students to visit the Hospitality House when they are in New York. 

From the N.Y, Times: Born, Germany, Jan. 18... Professor Karl Barth, a world— 
renowned Swiss theologian, has told German Protestants that the "fleshpots" and 
"complacency " of the West, which he equated with the "American way of life", 
represent a greater danger to the Christian soul than Communism, Professor Barth's 
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views hate been circulating in a 45-page pamphiet, entitled "Letter to a Pastor in 
the German Democratic Republic”, issued. last November by an evahgelical publishing 
house in Basle, Switzerland. and....The Swiss theolégian's answer (to the pastor's 
question of whethér East: Germans: should try to pray away the Communist regime) was 
sharp. He warned that any decision to try "praying away".the regime required 
accepting "before God" the responsibility for such a prayer. "Might you not fear", 
Professor Barth said, "that He might grant your prayer in the frightful fashion of 
letting you awake one morning among the fleshpots of Egypt as a man bounden to the 
American way of life",... Professor Batth's thesis was that adversity and suffering 
are the "tools of God" with which He hammers out salvation, and “that His blews must 
be endured...."The message from Christ is as repulsive and painful to the West as to 
the Bast." he wrote. "Who knows, perhaps it is more painful and repulsive to the 
‘West than to the East." Professor Barth spoke of "open totalitarianism" in Bast 
Germany and "creeping totalitarianism" ‘in the West, ape implied that the latter 
‘was the more insidious evél...

Another organization initiating a program for world peace and international 
understanding through education is Farmers and World Affairs, Inc., 1201 Chestnut 
Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. Margaret Cornwall felt that Friends would be 
interested in learning something about. the 5 Farm World Affairs Teams that were sent 
out last summer to each 5 western states -- Colorado, Minnesota, site Dakota, 

Iowa and North Dakota. 

The 5 teams reached a total of nearly 7000. people | at 149 dette in +H 6 weeks 
they were on tour, in addition to 10 radio interviews and 4 T.¥. shows. 

The teams were trained and given information about the pros and cons of continued 
testing ef nuclear weapons and the possibility of a world controlled disarmament, 
and what its effect would be on farm economics. Stress was laid upon: the need to~™ 
understand the problems of’other nations, and how we might interpret our problems 
to them. "They were given information about the farm organizations with which they 
would be working, and were taught how to show films, lead discussions, and demon- 
strate other educational techniques that would prove useful to the farm leaders in 
carrying: out a program in international relations. They were informed about the UN 
and its vafious agencies, the impact. of world trade and surpluses: on acre 
technical. assistance; etc.

Most of these representatives were present at the Meeting en Ministry and Counsel 
held Saturday night as well as the Sunday Meeting for Worship and business. meeting. 

At the meeting on Ministry ‘and Counsel, Friends affirmed the spiritual nature 
and function of the Ministry and Counsel and then discussed the matter of: outward _ 
rites which was a concern of the Yearly Meeting on Ministry and ‘Council, raised by 
the Providence Quarter..In a minute approved by the meeting, Friends affirmed that 
while we consider. that our service is a communion from beginning to end we- recognize » 
the need of some individuals for mord formal rites.

On Sunday Morning after a very rewarcing meeting for worship, Friends gathered 
for business mecting. The report of the Committee on Inquiry concerning the Burling- 
ton meeting was read and approved. Burlington Meeting is now established as a 
monthly meeting! It was suggested that a Committee of Cversight be appointed to aid 
the Burlington Meeting in their first business meeting and it was decided that the 
members of the original Committee of Inquiry would serve on this committee or find 
replacements in their monthly meetings. sek: 

Monthly meetings were urged to give consideration to possible uses for the money 
in the Quarterly meeting treasury. 

A committee was appointed to revise the 1955 statement on capital punishment for 
presentation to the Connecticut and Massachusetts legislatures. Later in the after- 
noon the revised statement was approved by the quarterly meeting. Hd Manice will 
head a committee to present this statement. to the legislature and it was suggested 
that a representative be selected from each monthly meeting. 

Friends were urged to remember the Woolman Hill conference on prison reform to 
be held March 6-8. 

The afternoon session was concluded with a talk by Charles Hutton, formerly of 
Moses Brown school and presently the Principal of Oakwood School in New York State, 
on the topic "What is Distinctive About Quaker Education?" Perhaps more space could 
be devoted to this very interesting and appropriate talk in another newsletter, but 
very briefly, Mr. Hutton felt that Quaker Education was or could be distinctive 
in its ability to develop the individual with‘a personal philosophy of life, the 
person who "knows where he is going and goes there, rather than the person who was 
just adjusted to his society".

HE REMARKABLE CASE OF THE FIG TREE 


Of all the strange episodes in the Bible, one of the' mest difficult. to” undere tand 
is thet of Jesus! cursing of the fig tree (Matthew a1; Mark, Lays Superficially, it 
looks like a case of childish frustration. If George Fox asked the "priests" this | 
one in his search for understanding ‘of reality, | it was one of the ones they didn't 
answer. Cowden Clark in his’ BRIEF (800'pp.) COMMENTARY ON THE BIBLE gives up on it, 
suggests lamely that it may be a garbled parable, adding brightly that the five or 
six verses'which follow may have gotten in there by misteke! 

An imaginative reconstruction of Jesus! personality gives the Key’ not. only to 
this difficult passage but to an understanding of Jesus' peculiar power. In the first 
Place, it is pretty certain that Jesus has’a lively sense of humor, a quality which 
the Master!s worshipers, serious-minded .souls.who passed down his sayings by word of 
mouth for several generations, completely missed. The story of Nicodemus, is an ex- 
ample of the Master's exuberant sense of humor. He recognized the old fellow (who 
appears twice more in the Gospels and each time trying to help Jesus in a way that 
took courage) ~ he ‘recognized Nicodemus for what he was: a man trying to get some- 
thing for nothing. In what he said to this leader of the Jews, Jésus was gently — 
pulling his leg.-Finding the man lacking’ in. all imagination, completely literal-. 
minded, he got’Nicodemus: completely befuddled by ‘shooting at him some of the most 
abstruse teachings of the whole New ‘Testement. It is hard to beleive that Jesus, with 
his keen insight, ‘failed: to. recognize | this limitation in his guest, but. that seems 
to be- the: only ‘other: ‘explanation of the’ presence here of these abstruse ideas. 

In the episode-of the’ ‘fig tree the hutor -was’ whimsical with a touch, of sadnesse 
Consider the immediate circumstances: all thé Master's traits of personality were 
heightened by the momentous decision his presence here in Jerusalem significad. One 
of the most striking characteristics of Jesus was his joy. Even at the Last Suprer 
he could say to his heloved disciples, "My joy I leave with.J°4s this group of hun- 
ery young men trudged along the short cut across the fields to Jerusalem after a 
night in the open at Bethany, the talk no doubt turned on food, and speculation as 
to where they might find some. The Master's glance fell on a fig tree beside. their 
path. He remarked, with the exuberant joy with which he met most occasions, 
"Wouldn't it be something if we found a whole mess of figs under the leaves.—— 

"But it's not the season for figs, "someone remarked. 

"Oh, well, let's have a look anyway," Jesus replied as he strode to the tree, and 
pushed aside the leaves.-- "What, no figs on you? All right for you, tree. If you 
can't feed us, then don't feed anyone else, ever! See?" 

Peter, who had prebabyy made the remark about its being out of season for figs, 
glanced idly at the tree next time they passed. He was astounded to find it 
completely withered away. "Look, Master, the tree: it's withered." 

Jesus stopped. He was surprised for the moment to find that his idle words had 
carried such power. It shcok him into serious reflexion. Here was the healing power, 
freely poured out, but in reverse. What might in the spoken word, when one had reach- 
ed his?tage of illumination! "Yes, it sure is dried up," he said. "There's the power 
of the Word for you. I didn't evén think of this when I spoke yesterday. »But you'll 
do this too, and greater things than this you'll do. Only it takes faith. It takes 
absolute certainty that the Father's creative power is yours to handle -- is anyone's 
in fact, who has the longing I have, had for understanding, who will go thru the 
discipline I have, giving up all wowd ly ambition, spending hours in praver and 
communion with the Father. Why, such a person could even say to that mountain over 
there, 'Get moving: go jump in the sea’, and the mountain would do it. --No, but 
seriously, if you have pondered: Truth deeply enough to know that whatever you say 
will be done, then whatever you say --even to a fig tree, idly --will be done. 

This episode provides a striking entry into a whole realm of thot almost foreign 
to Christian thinking today. Why should an activity which occupied at least a third 
of Christ's ministry -- the speaking of the healing word -—be ignored by His pro~ 
fessed followers, most of them? Pafticularly is this ironic when the records show 
that this power was not uniquely Christ's: in*time it flowed out to his principal 
disciples ¢Silver and gold have I none..." said Peter). And down thru history

A QUAKER IN A CATHOLIC COILEG. 


Many people have been surprisod after 
finding that I, a Quaker, go to a Cath- 
olie college. Most of them, who aro 
Frienis, ask mo - why? To toll the truth 
I was a little surprised to find a tone 
of indignation in some of my quoestioners. 
I had assumed that Frionds, being a 
broad-minded, unprejudiced group of in- 
dividuals, would not have the least bit 
of wonder if one of their number should 
go to a Catholic college. 

- Well, to answor these Friends, I would 
give two main reasons for my deing at 
Saint Michael!s College. The first, and 
most important reason, is that tho Cath-— 


olics, as all Christians, beloive in Mod. 


I too beléive in God. Thus, we have some= 
thing very important in common. This 
point, that all Christians beleive in the 
same God, is much too often ovorlooked 
and forgotten when the various religious 
groups got boggod down in their approach 
to obtaining a closer union with this 
God. My being here, along with 2 or 3% 
other non-Catholics, shows that wa can 
learn and grow with cach other toward - 
God, regardless of our religious sect 
"label", This is important for the real- 
ization of world peace: will havo to be - 
initiated through the world's religious 
sects; thinking, acting, and being as 

One with God. 

A second reason is that I am broading 
my mind towards an-understanding of the 
potty differences between Christians, 
that seem to cause so much undue resent= 
ment. When you know the Catholics; the 
Priests, Brothers, Nans, laity, to the 
point of undorstanding their problems and 
internal workings, then, I beleive, you 
are in a position to work constructively 
for co-operation and to lessen antagon- 
isms on both sides. Then you will be 
able to help bring about this union as 
One with God. ; 

I think, in conclusion, that a lot 
can be learned from this dual relation- 
ship I am having with the Burlington 
Friends Meeting, on the one hand, and ny 
day to day experiences at Saint Michacl's 
College, on the other. It would be good 
if more people (Friends), in every phase 
of life would break treditionel barriz*s

I heave found one simple secret for success in raising a family; reading aloud, 
I crew up in a family that read aloud, and so had the habit, but the credit must 
go to Leonore Goodenow, Director of Scattergood School, for the rationale. Each 
year she askes her freshman English Class which ones have grown up with family 
reading. Those who adjust easily, who teke new situations or crises in their 
stride, prove often to have come from families who have read aloud. Why? One can 
answer generally that the family which reads aloud gives to its members a sense of. 
security and community which is a basic element in child development. But the 
answer is also this: the variety of books read over the years offers vicarious 
experience in making decisions and facing crises. And the outcome of the decision~ 
making is plainly spelled out. The child, identifying himself with a book 
character faced with a crucial decision, knows by the end of the book the con~ 
sequences of that decision. In the phrase of James Nayler, he "sees to the end 
of all temptation". ¥ ’

favorites to read aloud, but that is another paper. The important thing is to 
begin — classics or modern; it doesn't really matter. Find some time each week | 
to bring the family together. Turn off the television and put away the comic

So Betsiyine was Eob Lyon's idea of this new wre of annual weekend meeting at 
the Farrington Memorial near Cambridge that the group approved planning another

‘We believe that the American goal is a peaceful world, We conceive, however, that 
the Taiwan situation may develop to a point where the choice of war or peace may 
lie with others, rather than with uSe

We welcome your viewpoint that the Chinese question should be taken to the

We recommend that every effort be made to.find a peaceful solution, even to 
the extent of the recognition of the People's Republic of China, along with the 
Nationalist Chinese Republic on Taiwan, as co-existent governments. The purpose 
of such recognition would be to bring the hostile groups to the conference table, 
so as to be able jointly to seek the read to permanent peace.

The two enclosures speak for themselves, For some time both the Burling- 
ton group and the Hanover group of Friends have felt need of local organization 
because of their relations as a group with other local groups and because of needs 
within the group peculiar to them. Both the Burlington and the Hanover group now 
feel the strength of increasing numbera and the stability of experience in assoc— 
jation together. Various Friends who have come from other meetings have given add- 
ed stability to these two grouns. 

At our meeting at the Farm’ and Wilderness Camps in Plymouth, Vt., Ninth 
Month 21st approval-was given the wishes of these two groups (Burlington and Hane 
over) to be set up as separate monthly meetines. Friends at that time exprest the 
deeply-felt desire to continue our meeting as a group (the present Upper Conne 
Valley Monthly Meeting) regularly every three months as we have done for the past 
several years. Our association together in this way for some time informally with- ' 
out any official organization, more recently as a monthly meeting, has grovm to 
mean so much to us that whatever the future status of constituent groups, we 
would hdépe to continue to meet. 

With the growing strength of local mectings suggesting their organiz= 
ation as monthly meetings, we now feel ready, as soon as the Burlington and Hanover 
groups are recognized as monthly meetings, to ask the Conn. Valley Quarterly 
Meeting to petition the New England Yearly Meeting for recognition as a separate 
quarterly meeting. We would hope this change might be effected at the time of the 
Yearly Meeting in June, 1959. 

We are conscious of the great help the Conn. Valley Quarter has been to 
us in setting up the original organization which has attracted so many new Friends. 
Such a change of status on our part (from a monthly meeting with unorganized local 
groups to a quartdrly meeting with initially two monthly meetings and more to 
follow) must be attended with some consequent loss; we shall deeply regret that 
these changes may make less frequent the happy association we have enjoyed with 
the Conn. Valley Friends. The matter of distance, however, in attending meetings 
below the Vermont border does seem —- over the long pull — to make such help- 
ful and strengthening associations impractical.

Reflections on an episode at the last UCVYM session: the production of the Meeting 


letter to Secretary Dulles was, in many ways, an example of how business problems 
should be solved in a Quaker meeting. A concern was felt strongly enough to be 
brought to the Meeting. It stimulated both support and opposition and led to search- 
ing thought. It caused Friends to express their varying views. It was taken to a 
separate conference and developed so that all the basis viewpoints in the dis- 
cussion were preserved and made'to work together. The resulting letter oewoked 
unanimity in the Meeting. A direction not visible in the first try at expressing 

the concern was the one taken. Those who supported and those who opposed the 

initial statement of concern were unreservedly together at aie end. 
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ALL THIS AND HEAVEN TOO 


Ordinarily when a person or a family decices to leave a center of intellect- 
ual and spiritual stimulation, like Cambridge and the Cambridge Meeting, he res- 
iens himself to a loss that may be keenly felt over a long period of years. In 
coming to Vermont one finds compensations, of course: the beauty of the mountains 
and the countryside in gencral, the pleasure of natural, simple interests, people 
who often show an unusual sort of fine integrity; a slower pace, bettcr health- 
both physical and mental- for being away, from the strain and the art$ficiality 
of cities. 

Sometimes, tho, when one visits the old Mecting again and is caught up brief-— 
ly in the swirl of lectures, concerts, famous speakers, keen minds interested in 
the whole gamut of liberal attitudes one holds dear ~- sometimes the blessings 
of country life grow dim and .one wonders sa Aly whether it was good judgement to 
cut himself off from all this. Is life as rich and broad and exciting amid these 
rural scenes, «nd is this bovine placidity really so desirable? Or has he exiled 
himself by his chéice in an intellectual waste-land from which it is hard to 
escape. 

Fut here in Vermont (and contigious “parts of New Hampshire) a miracle is 
happening. Thelonely exile in scenes bucolic is discovering that he has not only 
the beauty, the calm, the restorative power of God's good earth, but finds there 
is also intellectual stimlation, thers are keen minds, there are people who 
can savor a good phrase as connoisseurs, people of ready wit and delightful 
sense of humor, people of charm, of rich and gracious per ponte ind beyond 
all this, these same people are searching -— actively searching-- for greater 
soiritucl understanding. They are interested in spiritual growth and are willing 
to bring time and devotion to the. search. They have a deep sense of the strength 
and inspiration to be derived from coming together 2nd exploring in complete 
candor these far reabhes of the Spirit which thé world ignores. 

t is becoming evident that the growing group at present called the Upper 
Connecticut Valley Monthly Meeting of Friends can provide all the spiritual 
strength one might find in an urban meetings all the intellectual stimulation 
associated with a city environment -— and one dossn't have to fight traffis to 
get it. The increasing number of Friends and like-minded people in this north- 
western section of the New England yearly mecting will find that because of 
this precious Bagee they have not had to mike the dismaying choice between 
provincial calm and urban stimulation: they actually have both!

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DAVE KICHIS SPlAKS Ii] HAIOVUR 


Fieesh from a two-month tour of the Far Dast and armed with colored- slides show- 
ing uke work-cemp movement in India, Dave Richie spoke in Hanover on August 19th. 
Dave confessed to us Seeeeeente that he was overjoyed to learn that this was not 
merely another meeting where Friends were addressed by a Friend with. the good 
words they already knew so well — but that it consisted of some forty non-Friends 
lergcly people of Dartmouth College, and a bere handful of Hanover Fricnds (the 
summer remnant) who were sponsors. 


After having a most successful covored-dish supper on the expensive outdoor 
patio of Dartmouth's new faculty apartments, the group stayed put to view Dave's 
picturos against a backdrop of pines and night. In the cover of darkness, and a 
number cf the Bricks! blankets and coats, we watched and heard the story of Davaie 
experiences as a member of a small international tcam touring the work camps of 
Centrel India. Here ero some of his words: 


"The first of 11 nights on the trein brought us within bussing distanco of the 
Ajanta caves, romarkable Buddist temples and monasterics carved out of the rock 
more then 20 centuries ago, my first awareness that this was to be as much a cult: 
ural tour of old and new India. as an opportunity to participate in work camps. The 
next ae we reached Amraotti and were immediately engulfed in garlands of 
flowers and hugs from the local FSS (Bharat Sevak Samaj -—-'National Service 
Society" ) Siete and then swept off in honking cars through the maze of bullock ' 
carts, bicycles, and heavily laden pedestrians to the nearby Work Camp Organizers 
Training Camp. From then on new and strange experiences crowded one upon another 
so :ast that I couldn't begin to describe them all — one long 14 hour day visit-— 
ing local Community Development projects and featuring the picking of all the 
oranges wo could eat —- one cspecially satisfying day at Gandhi's ashram, Sevagran, 
—~ anothor part of a day at tho Fricnds Rural Center at Rasulia.... 


"After three such weeks and not more than 10 hours work all told, we finally 
reached our first real work camp only to find here also not more than three 
hours work per day and that without adequate planning, without the participation 
of villagers and without even one tool per volunteer! Physical training and con- 
siderable marching about in the morning, 2 hours of lectures and 1 of sports in 
the afternoon and two or more hours of musical "culture" -in the evening helped 
to: fill the day for the 100 high school boys, but we found it difficult to catl 
it a work camp. Fortunately 3 out of the 4 camps that. followed showed improvement 


at one point at least ——- very good participation by villagers with shramdan or 
voluntary labor. 


Hi nally by special arrangement and my good luck I traveled 2 nights by train 
and most of a morning by dusty jeep south to the most remote village of Magrauth, 
the first village to deed over all private land to Vinoba Bhave. iJow, 5 years 
later, I was overjoyed to see the progress being made (progress thiut no one 
peasant could have achieved alone ) and still more overjoyed as well as surprised 
to find here the.best BSS camp it was my privilege to visit. Forty out-of-school 
teen-agers © had been recruitéd with difficulty from nearby villages, but once 
there they had begun to. fool the co-operative spirit and faith-in-thco-futuro 
that porvades this comunity. They were joining gladly, and so did I with the 
villagers in the construction of eerthen dams to capture the deluges of the 
rainy season and so transform this barren destitute soil-ercded "jungle" into a 
garden spot."

Salk dealt with the Bhoodan-Gramdan movement in which the follower of (Cont. p 5) 
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02 Gandhi, Vinoba Bhave, and hundreds of 
devout co-workers are struggling to 
build a new India. Of course they have a 
long way to go. But spiritually this 
movement is enormous and even physically 
it hes grown to considcrable proportions 
—- so much that the Indian Government 
(supported by all parties fron Nehru's 
to the Communists) grants it top prior- 
ity for Government aid. Bhave, having 
waiked over 10,000 miles, has caused 
over 300 villages to give up private , 
ownership of lands; and several millions 
Of acres have been given, under his in- 
Spira’ion, by landowners to peasants. 
Dave's conclusion: 


fAbove ull my impression of India — 
So vastiy over-populatod with people , 
cows and monkeys, so overwheining tly 
burdened with habits, traditicns, and 
Superstitions from the past, so strugge- 
ling %o come alive and to find a new 
ana dDettor way than either communism or 
capitalism. Where, for example, 50 work- 
ers with sickies cut the hay of an air- 
field, where women and children catch 
the cow dung almost before it touches 
the ground in order to make pies to sell 
for fucl, where custom prohibits the 
killing of monkeys, even those with rab-—- 
ies, in the heart of a city, those load- 
ers dedicated to building a new India 
by democratic means ust have the pat- 
ience of Job and the wisdom of Solomon. 
They need and deserve all the halp any 
of us, or our Government, can give."

The reason that Kruschchev speech on the Cult 
of Porsonality was not generally published was because it was written for and 
delivered to the Communist Party congress and all party members read it, It could 
be understood correctly by party members but perhaps not be non-members. Party 
members had the job of explaining it to others. The Russian people understand 
why it was not published .generally... Wo one in the U.S.S.k. distinguishes 
between the people and the government. "When we speak of the Government, we speak 
of ourselves. 


FREDDRICK SCHUMANN: Only man of all the ecrcatures knows of his mortality... 
Disarmament negotiations in the past have not been a failure; the purpose of them 
has bcen to prevent disarmament and to put the blame on the othor side... The 
free world-—Comnunist division is not the most important division in tho world. 
There is a high degree of cultural convergence between the industrial societies 
of the Soviet Union and the U.S.A. The Western world in which we live bears no 
resemblance to the brutal capitalism Marx wrote about; the Soviet world has also 
changed irrevocably from what we understood it to be at an earlier date. There 
are differences but the growing similarities are more important in the long run. 
The future of the world community is more likcly to be shaped by the division 
betwoen the rich nations of tho world which include both the U.S.A. and U.S.S.R, 
end the poor nations of Asia, Africe ond Latin Amorica whore the por capita 
income if less than $190 a year. This represents 2/3 of the world and it happens 
to include most of the colored races. This is the most important division in the 
world...Vashington.is the most war-minded and war-obsessed capital in the world. 
The actual, sometimes unrealized motivations, have nothing to do with the con 
viction that the Russians are untrustworthy. The motivation is to maintain a high 
level of east-west friction and tension because of fear of the consequences 
which includc the fact that an outbroak of peace would permit moze Kussians and 
Chinese to bewme more prosperous. It is hoped that continucd (Con't p.3 ) 


: owe 
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tonsion will weaken the Communist rogimcs. Any outburst of peace would promote 
U.S. isolationism and recession. Peace would mcan mounting pressurcs to reduce 
militery spending. There would probably not be enough nommilitary spending to 
replace it. The U.S. grand alliance would disintegrate; fear is necessary to 
maintain it. The end of the cold war would not mean isolationism and recession 
in the USSR; it would mean more consumer goods and more technical assistance 
abroad. The type of foreign policy which depends on friction can not be made to 
work indefinitely and it is already breaking down.

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A REPORT ON MOSES BROWN AND LINCOLN SCHOOLS 


An interim report (dated Second Month 1958) has been received from the New 
England Yeariy Meeting's Special Committee for Study and Recommendations on 
Moses Brown and Lincoln Schools with Moses Bailey as chairman. This repert was 
distributed to the monthly meetings for study and preparation for the Yearly 
Meeting sessions on the Schools. Althcugh members are receiving the information 
contained in the report a little late for this purpose, it nevertheless seems 
pertinent to include a resume! in our Newsletter because many parents in the 
UCVMM will ssoner or later want to weigh’ the merits of their children receive-— 
ing part of their education in a Friands' school. 


The Special domnittee was formed at the 1957 Sessions of the New England 
Yearly Meeting and was charged ",... to consider and make recommendations to 
improve the organizational structure and operation of our Friends Schools, ... 
to reexamine the educational policies, faculty qualifications, relations with 
parenss, alumni, students and Friends, means securing financial support, and 
qualifications for Headmaster and Headmistress," The interim report consists of 
two parts. In the first part the general aspects of the present situation at 
the Schools (which caused the formation of the Special Committee) is described 
and the historical events that have led to it. In the second part, a discussion 
outline is presented with more detailed information pertaining to the specific 
points of the investigation and with numerous specific questions for discussion.

During most of the first century of the existence of the School (more receittly 
“tt has been divided into a school for girls and school for boys) it served its 
purpose well - nemely, "the education of Friends children in a religiously 
guarded environment", In the last 40-50 years however the Schools have placed 
more: emphasis on the college preparatory function. This has been accompanied by 
the increasing enrollment of non-Friends until today 10 of 416 boys (2%4) at 
aipees Brown School and 16 of 414 girls (4%) at Lincoln School are Friands!} 
(7 of the 85 faculty members (84) are Friends). This is clearly Major Problem 
 #l. One wonders why the Yearly Meeting should spend so much time effort, and money 
yi to opérate a school when so few of its own members are deriving any direct benefit 
from it. The Special Committee raises the following question for all members of 
the Yearly Mecting to consider:

The School properties and equipment are owned by the Yearly Meeting. The 
- Yearly Meeting appoints the Committee on the Schools except for four members, 
v? usually non-Friends, appointed by the Committee itself. The Yearly Meeting has 


usually followed in the past the recommendations of the Committee for the appoint- 
ment of new mombers of the Committee. In this way tite Committee on the Schools 
- has been pretty much of a self-perpetuating body. This Committee is responsible 
for both Schools. and decides such things as broad educational policies, finan- 


cial matters and budgets, appointment of administrative heads of the Schools, He ges 
Due to gergraphic limitations (sounds familiar!) the Committee meets but thre 
times a year and it is difficult for members to achieve a good understanding x 
the probiens, policies, and procedures of the Schools. An unduly large responsi- 
‘bility then rests on the Executive Committee of the Committee on the Schools 


which meets more frequently,

o further confuse the issue each School has its own Board of Trustees 

> pompored of Friends (in slight majority) plus parent, and alumni representatives. 
These Boards were established in order to give particularly concerned nore 
‘Friends an opportunity to have some voice in the opération of the Schools. The 
functions of the Boards of Trustees are advisory in nature, providing assist- 
‘ance to the School administrations, and develop cooperative relationships with 
parents, alumni, and the wider community. Here is Major Problem #2. There is no 
little confusion in the #reas of responsibility of the Committee on the Schools, 


the Boards of Trustees, and the Headmaster and Headmistress which produces a 


lack of clarity concerning the objectives for the two schools and the methods 


‘for making them effective.s The Special Committee poses the following general 
question: 


How can we improve and strengthen the Quaker emphasis in education at the 
Schools? 


The final answers are not yet at hand. The proper solution will require 
thoughtful consideration by all. members of the Yearly Meeting.

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WHET'S TH& MATTSR WITH US? 


There's eom-thing wrong with the way we moderns manage our lives - not all of us, but 
the considerable minority of the people who get things done. Some people , of course, are 
so relaxed that if they were any more relaxed they'd be zombis - and they accomplish about 
as much. 

But many effective people are so busy that they have no time at all to enjoy what they 
do, no time to stop for the beauty with which God has touched every hill and tree and \ 
every humble thorn bush. my 

Perhaps this predicament hes something to do with a confusion of values. We haven't 
ever learned to put first things first, to relegate other things to a minor position - 
and to say "No" to the rest. 

In making the alternative choicds life so continually confronts us with, we are - 
some of us - too likely to try to choose both, Thus.the busy-ness with which‘many of us 
are afflicted stems from a.lack of Judgment in choosing the most important tiie th and 
a lack of will power in letting the rest go. 

Wistfully we consider John Woolman, who simplified his life, choosing always to have 
time for God's work, keeping his business trimmed down to the ce Br Suen Pate needed 
to support himself and his family. iat 

-- Aya, but there's the rub. For in that thing called family lies the difference 
between our age and that of the gentle sage of John Woolman . He didn't need to think 
of college for his children, He didn't live in an era so competitive that one has to 
rumall the time just to stay where he is, 

Yet even to these considerations there are answers, For instance, some of the most 
savage inroads of college bills on finances can be softened by educational insurances, 
Some of the ideas about colleges are mainly a matter of keeping up with the Joneses, 
involving more than a tinge of conspicuous consumption, Some of the money we feo] we 
must save toward college would be better earned by our JOUH Eau tat Ni - which - 
they will do if they really want to go to college, 

--And some of the busy-ness we get involved in doesn't concerh the activities whence 
our income derives, but ia. part of the clutter to which should be applied the afore- 
mentioned judgment end will-power. 

Also part of the trouble is that the responsibilities toward society which we do 
decide we should take on we may do inefficiently. In tha$ connection, Arnold Bennett's 
classic, "How to Live on 24 Hours a Day"" can be helpnful . -Tha book is dangerous also, 
as I realize now after forty years of trying to apply its principles, The little 
“wasted”. periods of five minutes, of fifteen minutes which the book bids us employ 
for some thing useful - some of these we need to waste just to give a sense of poise, 

The mind isn't quite like a mishine; even tho it will go sll the time, it does need 
little periods of relstive repose and refreshment, -- ven machines, thay sa y, need 
rest, a) 

But the principles in Fae Bennett's little book, if serisibly appliéd, can 
enable one to cut out bits of truly wostad time. Some activities , like some people 
are probably just time-wasters; tho setivities, the people sre of no particular bon- 
efit to us, nor do we bonefit them in eny substantial way. -- even intorpreting 
“bonefit" broadly to include recreationel rofreshment.( Cont'd prga S . )

HANOVER aXPLOR’S SOM# POSSIBILITIS 


Following out the directive which emerged from a concern expressed at the April 
Monthly Metting in Hanover, the Committee then set up (Bob Berger, Alan Brick, Jim 
Longe7po- Jomethan Potter, Kenneth Webb ex officio ) reports the following progress: 

Plans te gee that information ehout conscientious objection reaches young men before 
they have turned eighteen are being laid; and the special committee appointed at the 
last businses meeting 59 investigate this matter is ready to act. 

Bob Rergez, the cummittsee chairman, is making efforts to arrange an assembly pro~ 
gram desling with alvornatives to military service, a program which will be "tried out" 
at Hanover High School either this spring or early next fall. Committee members and 
other interested? Friends are planning to attend this trial assembly, and then analyze 
it with a prospect for developing a standard program for general use in any high 
schools and colleges which may come within the Upper Connecticut Valley Meeting's sphere 
of influence. The program will be built upon a movie, which will deal either with 
"neace" in general - ~. 1s providing a bridge to the subject of conscientious objection - 
or which will deal directly with conscientious objection, Since the committee has just 
learned that en excellent movie of the latter type is now being prepared by the Fellow- 
ship of Reconciliation and the Service Committee, there is a strong possibility that 
the Hanover undertaking will be held over 'till the fell, when thet film will be first 
available. 

In any case, the film presentation will be followed by a speaker, selected by the 
committee from among several well qualified members of the Unper Conn, Valley Meeting- 
who will briefly outline the opportunities open to conscientious objectors, The most 
important and most crucial part of the assembly will no doubt be the question period which 
follows this formal presentation, At the close of the meeting students may receive a 
pamphlet such as the AFSC publication, "The Draft Law and Your Choices", The committee 
feels that wnat other proceduses follow the assembly program will depend largely upon 
its effectiveness; it is hoping, however, that high school principals might then be 
sympathetic enough to furnish it, if not with meiling lists of boys turned seventeen, 
a+ least with some other means - such as bulletin board space - for following up the 
initiel awakening, Such a poster as the one which is headed "Attention Men of Draft 
Age", and which includes a space for the names of persons to call or visit if the read- 
er desires information about conscientious objection, might constitute an adequate 
reminder, 

Several specific plans are also underway to infiltrate certain colleges with sim- 
iler information, but, fearing possible misrepresentation and even sabotege by those 
many R.O.T.C. commanders who follow the N#WSLETTsR, the committee will at present 
keep this material “classified”.

WOODSTOCK WRITSS A LETTER 


A part of the "Quaker Outreach", though sparked originally by a sermon by Mounir 
Sa'adah at the Universalist Church in Woodstock, is a letter that was worked out Ty a 
committee ses up by a group of pecplo meeting the following Sunday evening at the 
Webbs. These people wero seeking for some effective approach to rousing the public 
+9 the dangers of nuclear tests, A carefully-planned letter was proposed as the first 
" and immediate stop, This letter, signed later by all who had been present, has been sent 
' to eur three Vermont congressmen, to the President, to John Fuster Dulles, and to the 
' ghairme of the House Comnittee on Atomic Hnergy, che Senate Committe on Foreign 

‘ Affairs, and the House Committee on Military.Affairs,. 

Next step, awaiting a list from Bob Lyon of available speakers in the hs Sngland 
area this summer, will be a public meoting in Woodstock with some "big name" speaker, 
possibly also a scientist to discuss the dangors of radiation, with particular refer- 
ence, perhaps, to milk. A later step is in the discussion stage. 

Copies of the following letter have been requested ,by other people in town who. 
heard of the mecting and wish to sign such a message to our leaders: 


Dear =~ - - -? 


After the dismaying treatment of Vice-President Nixon at Lima Univers- 
ity, a group of Woodstock citizens, represonting uccupations as diverse as farming, 
teaching, business, and the ministry, met to discuss this further evidence of the 
growing hostility toward tho United States. We united in feeling that since it appears 
that the neutralist nations of the world are coming to regards the United States as 
almost an enemy of mankind in persisting with its program of hydrogsn bomb Hos Gy 
these tests should be postponed, 

Thsy should be postponed at least until such time as we can be sure 
that they will produce vital- military information - a statement challenged by some 
imprtant authoritios, They should be put off until we can offer to foroign nations 
absolute proof that these tests will not increase the strontium 90 fall-out to a 
point whore it is dangerous to humen life. 

We aro convinced that the United eras in order to gain military 
advantage of uncertain value, is jeopardizing its standing among the neutrogl nptions 
of the world, and at the same time is raising serious doubts. in the minds. of thinking 
Americens, as to its sonse of moral responsibility. 

We ask you, thorefore, to do all within Foun power to bring about 
a postponement of these tests,

The Upper Connecticut Valley Monthly Msecting, following its formation late in 1956, 
is now beginning to fesl a growth in members end in spiritual vitality. The Burlington 
end Hanover mestings report a growth in spiritual depth. A few college students are 
feithful attenders at Meeting for Worship and ars beginning to share in the vocal 
ministry. a desp concern for the spiritual development of members-and attenders, 
including students, has led to regular discussion meetings in Burlington and Hanover. 
These are bringing rich rewards in deepening spiritual fellowship and in interesting 
new people in the mestings, Middlebury and the Springfield area have small and faith- 
ful groups of attenders, with regular Meetings for Worship. 

Individuals in Burlington and Heever, feeling a very s trong concern for a First 
Day school, have begun reguler classes for the children, which are proving toce of 
the greatest valus in bringing families as a whole into the meetings, and providing 
the children with Christian nurture in the setting of the Friends Meeting. 4 regular 
nursery school on First Dey is mesting in Burlington, and will probably be the next 
step in Hanover, as the need for it is strongly folt. 

Business meetings, held four times yearly, are vital, and seem to be held in the 
spirit of Friends, with preyerful consideration given to issues, s situation which 
mekes us feel thet our two hour limit on business meetings is short, The need for more 
fr=qwent fellowship, and for more time for prover consideration of the business of the 
Socisty, mey lead to mors frequent Meetings for Business, Thought is constsntly being 
given to the problems erestsd by the fact that we have a small number of members 
spread over a very large area, making more frequent meetings difficult. In spite of 
the distances, attendance at the mestings has been very good, ne 

A newsletter has besn started; a great nesd is felt for regular monthly voublic- 
ation to help Friends. feel close- to ons another in the intervsl between business 
sessions, and a new plan is being developed to share the responsibility for the 
newsletter in rotation among the lucal groups, 

Comminity outresch is developing. 4 few Burlington Friends ere active in a 
committees concerned with improving intoraciel relations in the area, and the 
Burlington group sponsored a pablic forum on disarmament, with much incidental value 
resulting to the members of the mecting involved in its preparation, Some members 
of the locel groups are active in interchurch affairs, such as the United Council 
of Church Women, 

The Mesting's growth in the spirit is illustrated by the conern Friends are feol- 
ing for the spiritual problems of some members, with real inner soul-searching to find 
a way of offering help, This growth of concern in this srea is a promise of future 
development on the part of local meetings in other areas of concern, so thet they 
mey teke an increesingly active role in affairs of the Society and of their own 
communitics.

NO LON "SCIENCE V3, RELIGION" 
{An inspiring and long overdue 
effort to correlate the truths of 
spiritual revelation with those re- 
vealed by science was mentioned by 
John Bland at the lionthly Meeting 
of the Upper Connecticut Valley 
Friends held in Burlington 9th Month 
291 and 22. John has consented to 
write a few words for this newslet- 
ter on the conference.

Because the beliefs of sci- 
ence avpear at variance with the 


peleifs of religous tradition 


science seems to be a threat. Men 
then tend ‘to abandon their previous 


‘religious beliefs. If science is 


really a source of more adequate 
truth than man has heretofore 


‘known it offers the hope of pro- 
‘viding man with more valid know- 


ledge about his ultimate concerns. 
The conference reviewed sources of 
human knowledge and the ways in 
which it is validated under six 
headings: (1) Genetically derived 
knowledge, or the wisdom of the 
body; (2) Percieved knowledge, or 
the revelation of the senses; (3) 
Intuited knowledge or revelation 
from beyond the senses; (4) Cul- 
turally transmitted knowledge or 
the revelation of tradition; (5) 
Logically deduced knowledge or the 
revelation,of reason; (6) Science, 
a revelation involving all; the,;a-,, 
bove sources. 

The people attending the con- 
ference varied widely in their pur- 
suits and interests. There were 
a number of housewives, secretar- 
ies, and generally non-scientific 
people who were also not religious 
leaders. There were several pro- 
fessors of philosophy, theological 
seminary teachers, professors of 
zoology and botany, a head of a 
department of anthropology, an 
astronomer, a physicist and several 
chemists.
